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This section of the Needs Assessment describes in detail how the AISD 
attendance areas were ranked by their percentage of low-income children 
for the 1982-83 Chapter I application. 

For the purposes of this ranking procedure, a low-income student was 
considered to be any student who was eligible for a free or reduced- 
price lunch, or who had a sibling eligible for free or reduced-price 
lunch. On the Student Master File, students who are considered by their 
school as eligible for the lunch program are indicated with a code of 
"1". Students who do not have a code of "1". but who have a sibling with 
a code of "1", are given a code of "2" and aie included in the counts of 
low-income students. (When low-income data was received late for some 
students, however, "2 M s in other categories were not recomputed to check 
for'' siblings.) 

In ranking the schools, an attempt must be made to account for all students 
residing within the attendance areas, whether or not they attend the schools. 
The number of students within an attendance area was determined by adding 
the following: 



the number of students attending the school who reside in that 
school's attendance area, 

b. the number of dropouts residing in the attendance area, 

c. the number of students residing in the attendance area who 
attend AISD programs at other sites, 

d. the number of students residing in the attendance area who 
attend nonpublic school, and 

the number of students in institutions for the neglected and/or 
delinquent who reside in the attendance area.

In addition, the low-income status for each student must be determined. As - 
the numbers above were collected, they were added to the Totals page. The 
procedure for determining the number is described below. The columns ^ 
referred to in the text are columns on the Totals page (pages A-6 through A-9.; 

All correspondence with schools concerning the low-income and attendance 
information is included in Attachment 1. This attachment lists the specific 
schools receiving each type of correspondence, along with forms and 
instructions. 

Below is a summary of the procedures used for determining the number of 
students residing and the number of low-income students in each attendance 
area. 

I. Students Attending Schools Listed in the Texa s School Directory. 

Information about these students is reported in columns 1-3 on the 
Totals page. The schools listed in the Texas School Directory are 
divided into two groups: those regular schools with specific 
areas and those special schools with districtwide attendance areas. 
This logic assumes all active students have non-blank desegregation codes. 
A desegregation code of 5 on the Student Masterfile is used for atuderts 
who are not attending their assigned school. 
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la) Regular AIS D Students in Grades 1-12 ♦ 

c 

These are students who are listed on the Student Masterfile as 
active, with desegregation codes of 1-4 or 6 (non-transfers), 
and pl school code less than 200. Students are counted by grade 
and school, to get the numbers for the Totals page. The steps 0 
in getting the counts reported for regular school attendance areas 
are described below. The procedures for collecting information 
from schools was basically the same for all groups. 

# A printout based on the Student Masterfile as of 
1/11/82 was prepared and sent to each campus. 

A copy of the memo is included in Attachment 1. 

• The campuses marked those students who were 
eligible for free or reduced-price meals and 
returned the form. 

c The low-income information was keypunched, and 
added to the Student Masterfile. Only students 
in grades 1-12 'who were in their assigned school 
(based on their address area code) were counted 
in column la of the Totals page. 

lb) Regular Kindergarten Students . 

„ Accounting for kindergarten students is made difficult by 
the large number of kindergarten-aged children who do 
not attend any school. In order to get an improved estimate 
of the kindergarten population, first graders were used. 

First grade students who were in their assigned school with 
school codes less than 200 were counted by their area code 
and the kindergarten school to which they would have been 
assigned, had they actually attended kindergarten. 

2) Regular AISD Students who are Transfers . 

These students are active, with a desegregation code of 5, and 
a school code less than 500, but not 251, 254, 255, 258, 261, 
265, 270, or 274. This trajisfer group includes, students in 
the State Hospital, D.A.C., Teenage Parent Program, and 
Homebound Program (codes 250, 252, 259, and 263), as well as 
other transfer students. These students are counted by grade 
and area code to determine the assigned school for their 
attendance area. It does not include students in #3 or //5 
below. Kindergarten students are counted as in lb above (using 
first grade students sorted by their assigned school for 
kindergarten. ) 

3) AISD Students in Special Districtwide School Included in the 
Texas Public School Directory. 



Four districtwide schools or attendance areas are listed in 
the Texas School Directory. 
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Students in those schools are active on the Student Masterfile 
and attend AISD school 251, 258, 265, or 270 (Developmental 
Center, Clifton Center , Robbins, or School Community Guidance 
Center), However, the School Community Guidance Center was closed 
in 1981 and so no students are counted there on the Totals page. 
Students in the remaining three schools are included on the 
Totals page. 

Low-income information for these campuses was obtained at the 
same time it was collected from the nonpublic schools. The 
one exception was Robbins. The request for low-income information 
for this school was sent at the time regular AISD schools were 
surveyed. The number of students enrolled (rather than residing), 
and the number of low-income students enrolled, were added to 
column 3 of the Totals page. The only districtwide school with 
kindergarten students is the Developmental Center. The actual 
number of kindergarten students at this school was used in the 
counts, because the Developmental Center is a districtwide school, 
rather than a specific area. 

II. students Not Attending AISD Schools in the Texas School Directory . 

4) Dropouts . 

Students who have withdrawn from school but who still reside within 
the District must be counted. Inactive students on the Student 
Masterfile with certain drop codes (e.g., dropped out, expelled, 
pregnant, etc.) were counted. Attachment A-2 contains a list of the 
drop codes that were included. Students were sorted by grade and 
area code to determine their assigned school attendance area. Low- 
income information about each dropout was obtained from the schools 
at the same time low-inccme information was obtained about regular 
students . 

*5) Institutions for Neglected and/or Delinquent Children . 

Most students who reside in institutions for neglected and/or 
delinquent students attend AISD schools and were counted in columns 
*t 1-3. Schools were asked to report information only for students not 

attending a regular AISD school. Students iiicluded those who were 
listed as active on the Student Masterfile with a school code of 
254, 255, 261, 274, 590, 592, 674, or 675 (Marbridge, Mary Lee, , 
Cresthaven, Salado House, Junior Helping Hand, Girlstovn, Settlement 
Home, or Spectrum). Other schools without school codes were. also 
surveyed: Brown School, Transitional Treatment Center, ATCMHMR 
Center, Lutheran Social Service, Marywood, Bryant House, and Travis 
County Gardner Iloase. 

*6) Nonpublic School Students on the AISD Student Masterfile . 

Sojie nonpublic schools maintain records on the AISD Student Masterfile. 
They were sent a printout reflecting the AISD records for their 
school, and asked to update the information and check students who 
would have been eligible for free or reduced-price lunch. 

A-4 
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This group included active students, with school codes greater 
than 500, but not 590, 592, 674, or 675. Additional students 
were added by hand. These students are sorted by grade and 
area code to find their assigned school. 

*7) Nonpublic School Students Not on the Student Masterfile . 

Nonpublic schools who do not maintain information on the AISD 
Student Masterfile were also surveyed. Although names of the 
students could be omitted, address and low-income information 
was requested for "students from these schools. 

When address information was available on these students, 
they were sorted by grade and area code, to determine their 
assigned school in AISD. 

* Note: Totals for group 5-7 required supplementary information 
not on the Student Masterfile. 

The Totals page is actually four pages of count data contained on pages 
A-6 through A-9. The rankings of schools by the percentage of low-income 
students are given separately for elementary, junior high, and high schools 
on pages A-10 through A-12.

In choosing which schools to serve with its Chapter I program, the most 
common practice is for Districts to serve schools in descending order, 
starting with the school with the highest pre^sntage of low-income 
students. However, the Title I legislation permitted this ranking to be 
altered to reflect the degree- of educational deprivation of students at 
a particular school campus. Although Chapter I legislation did not 
specifically describe the alternate ranking procedure, the spirit of the 
law was towards increased flexibility for local districts. Hence, the 
alternate ranking procedure was employed in this Needs Assessment to 
determine if the alternate ranking would result in changes in the specific 
schools which were served. The Title I regulations on alternate ranking 
.were used as a guideline, and these regulations can be paraphrased as 



After ranking eligible schools according to percent low- 
income, a district may select a lower ranked eligible 
school instead of a higher ranked school if the lower 
ranked school has an incidence of educationally deprived 
children that is 1.2 times the percentage of educationally 
deprived children in -the higher ranked eligible school. 

Educational deprivation was measured by determining the percentage of students 
at each campus who were scoring below grade level in reading (the 50th 
percentile.) The criteria for educational deprivation are not necessarily 
the same as the selection criteria for determining Title I eligibility." The 
figure on page B-2 contains the ranking of schools after adjusting for the 
differences in levels of educational deprivation. More detailed information 
on the alternate ranking procedure is contained in Attachment B-l.

Each spring, the District's Pupil Accounting office estimates the number 
of students expected to enroll at each campus the following year. Using 
the 30th percentile as an eligibility criteria, it is possible to 
estimate the number of students at each campus who would be eligible 
for Title I services, by multiplying the percentage of current students 
who are eligible times the projected enrollment.

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After the ranking of schools and the degree of need at each eligible campus 
have been determined, two decisions must be, made before the Title I program 
can be implemented, 

• How many schools will be served? 

• What will be the achievement-based^ criteria for selection 
of Title I students at each grad6 level? 

This section contains two sets of contingency tables showing the number of 
schools served and the selection criteria chosen. One set of tables uses 
the regular ranking of schools (by percent low income), and the second 
set of tables uses the alternate ranking of schools. In each set of 
tables, there is a table for each grade and one for all grades combined. 

An example of how to use the contingency tables might be helpful. Look 
at the table for "all grades. 11 ' Across the top of the page are the numbers 
50, 45, 40, etc. They represent possible Title I eligibility criteria. 
The 50 represents the 50th percentile; the 45 represents the 45th percen- 
tile etc. Down the sides are possible numbers of schools to be served. 

Note that the top number is 36. There are 36 elementary schools above 
the district averaee in the concentration of low-income students. The 
row of nunbers to the right of the 36 shows the number and percentage 
of students who would be eligible for Title I service if each of the 
selection criteria across the top were chosen. 

The tables for each grade level aliow a more detailed examination of the 
number of eligible students so that such things as setting different 
selection criteria for each grade can be considered. _ 

Using the Tables 

A general approach to using the tables would be as follows: 

1. Determine the approximate number of students 
to be served by the program. 

2. Circle the combination of criteria and number 
of schools which identify approximately the 
correct number of students. 

3. Considering all relevant information about other 
available, resources, the need to concentrate on 
students \with the greatest needs, etc., find the 
circled combination which best meets the Districts 1 
needs.
